Release of Girl Picket Cause 
of Public Demonstration of 
Employees of Clothing 
Firms Now on Strike 


MANY GO TO WORK 


Over Three Hundred Strikers 
Return to Former Places 
While * Raincoat Makers 
Heads Counsel Peace 


More than 400 garment worker strikers 
marched in pairs from the court house in 
Pemberton square through the business 
section to their headquarters at 724 
Washington street today, when Cath- 
erine Suprounaskine, a Lithuanian, and 
one of the pickets in the strike, was 
released by Chief Justice Bolster in the 


municipal court on bail of $50, and her 
She 


was arrested early this morning in a 
disturbance at the Magullar Parker Com- 


pany’s shop. 

When the crowd was passing the Ma- 
cullar Parker building in returning to the 
hall the strikers stopped and cheered but 
moved on again. The crowd of strikers 
marched from their headquarters soon 
after the arrest of the girl, to the court 
house, where they lingered until her case 
was disposed of. 

It is said that Miss Suprounaskine 
attempted to prevent Sarah J. Kelly from 
entering the Macullar Parker establish- 
ment and met resistance. About 300 
pickets who were in the vicinity of the 
building at the time, gathered around 
the two girls and disorder resulted. The 
police soon came and made the arrest. 

Along with Patrolman Clarence 
Gleason, Sergeant Berry marched the 
girl to the box at the corner of Summer 
and Washington streets with the crowd 
following. During this time an attempt 
had been made to keep Benjamin Wein- 
berg out of the Macullar Parker shop, 
but the police came to his rescue. 

About 1400 makers of men’s garments 
are at work in various shops throughout 
the city today, the 100 which had re- 
turned up to yesterday having been 
augmented by nearly 200 this morn- 
ing, when 31) employees went back to 
H. Seliwartz, 32 Staniford street; 50 to 
H. Rubin, 41 Northampton street; 75 to 
Oppenheim Brothers, 36 Washington 
street, and 30 to McCarthy Brothers of 
Charlestown. For the 4000 garment 
workers who are still out meetings will 
be held this afternoon at headquarters, 
724 Washington street.

VOTE FOR A STRIKE 
BY LARGE MAJORITY 


NEW YORK—Ofiicia! vote of the fire- 
men of the 54 eastern railroads involved 


in the dispute over arbitration was an- 


nounced today by W. 8. Carter, head of 
the Brotherhood of Firemen and Engine- 
men at a meeting of the railway mana- 
gers’ committee. 

The vote of the firemen in the broth- 
erhood was 95.6 per cent in favor of a 
strike. Firemen and hostlers outside of 
the brotherhood voted 98.6 per cent in 
favor of etriking, making the total vote 
of firemen and hostlers 96.5 per cent. 

The number of votes cast was 33,916, 
of which 32,718 were in favor of a strike. 
The vote-on the three principal roads in- 
volved follows: New York Central, 2529 
for, 153 against; New Haven, 1526 for, 25 
against, and Pennsylvania, 8476 for, 573 
against. 

Firemen of the New Haven and 
Boston & Maine and Boston and 
Albany railroads running in and out of 
|Boston will be among those to leave 
'their engines if the strike committee in 
New York calls for a general strike. 
Every railroad in the New England states 
will be affected. 

That station employees of the Boston &

LONDON—As the campaiga develops 
it seems tolerably clear that the Bul- 
garians are making their chief effort 
against Adrianople whilst keeping the 
Turkish forces at Tchataldja and Bulair 
fully employed. What is happening at 
Adrianople nobody knows, but it is 
tolerably certain that an attempted 
sortie from Tchataldja has been severely 
punished and that the Bulgarian 
divisions from Salonika, under General 
K\ovacheff, have been employed in driving 
back the Turkish forces in the Gallipoli 
peninsula behind the Bulair lines, 

There does not seem at the moment 
any intention of an attack on Teha- 
taldja, but there are indications that 
au attack might possibly be made on 
Gallipoli. Adrianople once taken, the 
Bulgarian siege train would be freed for 
action at Tchataldja and Gallipoli, and 
then the attack might be transferred to 
these quarters.

Terra Nova, June 1, 1910, as commander 
of the British Antarctic expedition. He 
stopped at New Zealand and completed 
his fitting out there. His vessel was an 
old whaler that had been refitted and 
was adapted to the work. 

He had gained a wide reputation for 
his fine work prior to this attempt. He 
had led an expedition to the south pole 
in the Discovery in 1900-04, when he 
managed to reach 82 degrees 17 minutes, 
south, which stood until Sir Ernest 
Shackleton \in 1908-09 lowered it by 
reaching a point 100 miles nearer the 
pole. Sir Ernest Shakleton was a mem- 
ber of Captain Scott’s original expedi- 
tion. 

Captain Scott entered the nayy in 
1882, served in the Rover 1887-88 as 
lieutenant, in the Amphion 1899, was 
torpedo lieutenant of the Majestic 1898- 
99, and first lieutenant 1899-00, com- 
mander in 1900, and captain in 1904, He 
was an Hon. D. Se., a gold medalist of 
the Royal Geographical Society, Royal 
Scottish Geographical Society, and of the 
American, Swedish, Danish and Antwerp 
geographical societies. He wrote “The 
Voyage of the Discovery.”

NEW CHARTER FOR CITY

PENNSYLVANIA BIL 
PROVIDES MONEY TO 
BUILD 28 ARMORIES 


HARRISBURG, Pa.—Construction of 
28 armories is sought in a bill prepared 
by the state armory board, which asks 
an appropriation of $1,331,800 for the 
new structures and the maintenance of 
the buildings now owned by the board. 

The infantry companies in Washing- 
ton, Waynesburg, Greeneburg,, Butler, 
Kittanning, Oil City, Mahonoy City, Leb- 
anon, West Chester, Lancaster, Hunting- 
don, Carlisle, Indiana, Lewisburg, Mil- 
ton, Lock Haven, Kane and Erie would 
receive new armories by the bill. A 
single company armory is provided for 
the signal corps company, Pittsburgh, 
and troop F, New Castle. A $200,000 
building would be erected for the second 
troop and troops A and G of Philadel- 
phia, and the engineer company and two 
company armories for York and Allen- 
town. 

The appropriation is divided into three 
parts. For construction on the allotmeat 
plan $910,000 is provided. For comple- 
tion of buildings begun $315,000 is pro- 
vided, and $106,800 for maintenance. 
Thirty thousand dollars is allotted for 
each single infantry company armory — 
and $50,000 for each troop of cavalry, 
battery of artillery or engineer com- 
pany. 

The armory board has stipulated that 
before any building is erected the town 
or city must convey the site to ihe 
state.

WASHINGTON—James F. Gallbreath, 
secretary of the American Mining Con- 
gress, who has opened headquarters here

If on 
the other hand, the fabric is loose and 
sleazy. and made of short or tender wool, 
the threadbare spots soon develop into 
holes. 

Cloths made of twist varn, that is, 
varn made by twisting two threads to- 
gether, are as a rule more durable than 
if made of single yarn. Likewise worsted 
cloths are more likely to resist wear 
than are carded woolen goods, because 
the carded woolen process is suited for 
the manufacture of cloths from short 
wool, whereas the longer wool is used 
for ‘worsteds. At the same time there 
are carded woolen fabrics that are among 
the most durable and © satisfactory. 
Among these may be mertioned tweeds 
made of sound wool of good staple, par- 
ticularly those made of two-ply yarn, 
also carded woolen meltons, kerseys, 
friezes and cassimeres of good quality. 
It is also true that a worsted fabric 
may prove unsatisfactory in a garment 
because of inferior wool or poor con- 
struction of- the cloth. Durability _de- 


garment | ject from the face of the cloth, exposing 


and polishing the parallel fibers in the 
worsted thread and causing the shine due 
to the reflection of light to the eve. 
Cloths made of long, coarse and lustrous 
wool are more likely to wear shiny than 
if made of fine wool having little or no 
luster. Fulling or felting is calculated 
to prevent the fault of wearing shiny. A 
worsted cloth that otherwise , would 
quickly wear shiny may by fulling be 
made so that it will remain free from 
shine until it is worn out. The fabrics 
least liable to this fault are carded 
woolens, owing to the irregularity of the 
positions of the fibers in the yarn. 
One of the very desirable qualities of 
a wool fabric is to have it hold its shape 
and drape well when made into a gar- 
ment. This quality is the result of a 
combination of firmness and pliability. A 
fabric may be firm and still hang or 
drape badly when made up because of 
lack of flexibility. On the other hand, 
a sleazy, loosely-woven cloth may be 
flexible, but when made into a garment 
will wrinkle easily, bag at the knees and 
hang badly because it lacks the firmness 
of texture necessary to hold it in shape.

However, we will 
give this matter careful consideration.”

continents. It is a serious matter. The huddling and herding of a 
large section of the papulation of cities has come to be regarded as 
a condition calling for immediate attention. Every thinking person 
concedes the right of the toiler and his family to light and air. Few, 
however, give thought to the fact that both are very largely denied 
because of the tax on improvements. The penalty assessed against 
the man who opens the new subdivision in the outskirts, builds upon 
the vacant ground, improves a weed-covered district, and adds to 
the wealth and comfort* of his fellow beings, compels him to place 
his rentals beyond the reach of the very people who most need the 
accommodations he has provided. 

It is pleasant to find that in New York and elsewhere those 
engaged in the housing philanthropy are getting down to basic facts. 
lt has been easier for the people through the ages to blame the land- 
owner, the landlord and everybody and everything else, than to 
blame themselves for the state of things existing about them. And 
yet it is in the people’s power, and it has been for years, to liberate 
themselves from one of the last surviving shackles of the feudal 
system of tribute. 


CERTAIN facts of the markets bearing on 
the cost to the consumer of leading farm 
products and the return to the producer are 
getting wide attention. If there is value in 
the realization of a condition that is waste- 
ful and unsatisfactory it ought to come about 
that the publicity of the wide margin between 
the producing price and the selling price in | 
this class of commodities would bring cor- | 
rection.. An. effective statement of the sit- 
uation was made.at Hartford, Conn., recently by Dr. George M. 
Twitchell of Auburn, Me., his topic being “The Fruit Grower's’ 
Share in the Consumer’s Dollar.” 

In New York in 1910, according to this authority, the consum- 
ers paid $49,000,000 for potatoes and the growers realized $6,000,- 
000. Eggs selling in New Hampshire this year for 22 cents, sold 
in Boston the same week for 49 cents. Apples sold in Maine for 
$1.15 to $1.50 retailed for from $4 to $6 and when sold in smaller 
quantities at 4 cents each brought $15 a barrel. The instances are

Two important factors are uniting to force 
upon the United States government the

Stage in Indian wards and its Indian population in 
general. ‘The first of these is the growth of 


Indian Policy the country; the second is the advancement 

of the Indian, educationally and indus- 
trially. National expansion brings the 
interests of the whites into closer contact, 
though not necessarily into conflict, with the interests of the Indians. 
This contact, under new and better conditions, is itself educational. 
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It is teaching the Indian to realize his personal and racial responsi- 
bility and to know his rights. 

Admission of the territory of New Mexico to statehood has 
created a situation that is illustrative. Dating back to the period of 
Spanish possession, the Pueblo Indians have enjoyed exemption from 
all taxation. Under Mexican as well as under American federal 
rule, the Pueblos, so far as citizenship responsibility was concerned, 
were always treated as a people apart, and this notwithstanding that 
in recent years the Pueblos have shown themselves in many instances 
(o be entirely capable of taking a more creditable position in public 
affairs. Since the settlement resulting from the Mexican war they 
have held their tribal lands in fee simple. At the present time these 
Jands comprise about 700,000 acres. The admission of New Mexico, 
according to a decision of the United States supreme court, con- 
ferred citizenship upon the Pueblos, numbering about 5000 land 
owners, whereupon the new state proposes, while extending to them 
all the privileges of citizenship, to hold them also to its responsi- 
bilities. In other words, disregarding all previous compacts between 
governments and Indians, the commonwealth of New Mexico now 
proposes to place the Pueblos on an equality with other citizens. 

To our view, one of the most interesting phases of this matter 
is the manner in which the Pueblos have undertaken to meet the 
situation. Although they see clearly that in existing circumstances 
the enforcement of taxation would in all probability deprive them 
of all, or of the greater part, of their tribal holdings, there is no talk 
of revolt, no hint of violent resistance. On the contrary, as if seeing 
clearly the logic of the new state’s argument, the Pueblos are plan- 
ning to accept their responsibilities. Only they want a little time in 
which to prepare themselves the better for these responsibilities. 
That is, they are asking Congress to enact a law which will enable 
them to place certain of their lands in trust with the secretary of the 


not exceptional in the list given by the Maine expert, but are to the 
point of showing that there is an undue cost ‘of distribution and 
a consequent injury at both ends of the completed transaction. 
Individual dealing with this situation carries little promise of 
correction. Concerted action is clearly the requirement. So stated, 
the problem resolves itself into one of means by which effective 
action to remove an economic injistice can be brought about. The 
Legislature of Maine has taken the situation in hand, with a hearing 
by the committee on agriculture on the “further improvement of 
marketing farm products and purchasing supplies for the farm.” 


The former of the two items in the topic is the one to which public 


attention is most sharply turned, because here the great loss occurs. 
With competition existing in the sale of supplies to the farm there 
is an approach to fair dealing, but the failure of competition in mar- 
keting has been marked in the whole range of farm produce. The 
milk situation has been made familiar to the public in the ample 
discussion of the past few years, but none will boast that it has yet 
brought about a good economic condition, a technical way of saying 
that the price of milk at the farm and the price at the door of -the 
consumer are much too far apart. 

Whether state governments can accomplish what both producer 
and consumer are concerned to see accomplished is yet to be deter- 
mined. Government apparently affords the one means that can bring 
positive results. In Michigan, however, the farmers are now 
engaged in a state-wide farmers’ exchange with a capital of $150,000. 
New York is undertaking a similar organization. The experience 
of farm exchanges in the past offers less encouragement to the pro- 
ject than could be wished. ‘The difficulties of cooperation have 
been too often exposed not to be familiar. But under state direction 
the opportunity offers of a great and practical improvement. It is 
significant that bodies like the Boston Chamber of Commerce are 
giving close attention to the problem and that the national depart-

Not the least significant item of the policy of 
enlargement is the decision to have a representative in Honolulu, 
with its large Japanese colony and its strategic importance in all 
developments affecting Japanese-American relations. Two con- 
sulates in Alaska will give the empire a chance to establish formally 
sources of information as to American methods of deal- 
ing with territory similar to much of Russia's; and the new consulate 
at Pittsburgh, means service to be rendered to Russian subjects in a 
region where changed sources of labor supply lately have been giving 
former residents of the empire their first discipline under czars of 
the iron and steel business. 

It not only is the increasing commercial business between Russia 
and the United States that makes this increase of consular agents 
seem necessary. Migration from Russia of Slavs as well as of 
Semites has compelled both the government and the state church to 
policies of expansion.

It | Tax Reform 
has not in the past been so well understood | 
in economics, and the wisdom of its applica- 
tion, where understood, even now is sub- 
ject to serious question. Yet practically all 
proposals and legislation called progressive 
in this period tend toward the ultimate 
employment of this principle; -indeed, the 
success of progressive measures in the main, especially where they 
are intended to meet the requirements of social justice, is absolutely 
dependent upon an equitable shifting and distribution of burdens. 

Removal of the tax on human energy and enterprise, removal 
of the tax on labor, the single tax, the income tax, the various tax 
reform ideas and measures, would probably fail in their appeal to 
the better thought of the world if they gave no promise of even- 
tually erasing the lines of class distinction. It would profit nothing 
—it has profited nothing—to the welfare of humanity, to tax one 
group of citizens for the benefit of another. If equality of oppor- 
tunity and reward is ever to be reached it must be through a system 
of economics that will guarantee justice to all. 

It is not necessary to await perfection in the development of 
such a system in order to put into practise some of the reforms that 
must constitute its foundation. This foundation must be built, and 
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adequate auditoriums for lectures and concerts, and enlisted in coop- 
erative tasks with other civic organizations, this arm of the schools 
reaching out among the people and drawing them in-by the million, 
can become mighty. New York has to its credit this pioneer enter- 
prise based on the theory that adult education is an integral part of 
a community’s duty. As the schoolhouse increases its grip on the 
American thought as “the people’s house,” and as it. becomes more 
and more a civic center, New York’s example and methods will, we 
think, be imitated generally. m3

In the Massachusetts 
Legislature this year it is proposed to amend the constitution with 
a view to widening the use of the power of eminent domain. Mak- 
ing over constitutions is the vogue, but the passion for new lawmak- 
ing overleaps reason and safety when it is proposed to permit the 
Legislature to take, or to authorize any public body to take, land 
and hold, lease, use or dispose of the same “at such times and for 
such purposes as it believes to be for the common good.” 

In the few words of the proposed amendment are embraced the 
uncertainty as to what constitutes a “public body” which may suc- 
ceed to the power to take property; the opportunity for public land 
speculation; the substitution, for the old rule of a clear demonstra- 
tion of the public need, of a “belief” on the part of some body of 
men that the taking is tor the common good. Seldom have words 
in so small number opened so many doors. 

It is worth noting that the constitution of Massachusetts, which 
has been generally followed in other states, after laying down the 
familiar right of every man to be protected in the enjoyment of his 
life, liberty and property, adds no restriction upon the taking away 
of his property except that it shall be for the public’s use and that 
he shall receive a reasonable compensation for it. Thus the Legisla- 
ture has the full sweep ot public uSes tor which it May authorize the 
taking of private property. No amendment is necessary to add to 
the list of the purposes. The Legislature has been cautious in the 
extension of the right but it is the final judge of what public uses 
may be made the ground for taking. 

~ Amendment, then, is sought only in order to weaken the restric- 
tion to public uses. Otherwise an act of the Legislature would be 
sufficient. But it is hardly conceivable that the people or the Gen- 
eral Court which represents them would give the least encouragement 
to empowering any body to deprive a man of the enjoyment of his 
property except for clearly defined public uses. ‘The Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce is represe'ted as having concluded not to make
